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Parking Situation 
is Still Acute 


The parking situation on the 
SSC campus, although acute the 
first week of school, has now been 
relieved somewhat. Temporary re- 
\jief parking areas have been set 
{up on the dirt between the cafe- 
jteria and the levee. All students 
are encouraged to park in the 
{marked areas, as the dust creates 
a great problem otherwise. Dur- 
‘ing the peak morning hour, the 
preety is 100 parking spaces short, 
and this is when the damage done 
| by the dirt reaches its height. 
There are four parking areas 
|/on campus. They are north of the 
administration building, east of 
the cafeteria, south of the tem- 
porary buildings and south of the 
boiler plant. The latter is a small 
parking area near the Field House 
and outdoor theater. The parking 
area immediately adjacent t the 
administration building is for re- 
served parking only, and is not 
to be used by students, 

Driving is permitted on paved 
roads only. The roads on campus 
are the H Street access road, Fol- 
som Boulevard access road, and 
roads circling the campus. All 
other paved areas connecting the 
buildings (including the paved 
area leading to the outdoor thea- 
ter and the Field Huse) are walks 
and are closed to vehicular traffic. 

For those drivers who come 
across the American River, turns

SACTO. STATE NEXT SEMESTER 


Sacramento State College will 
admit its first freshman class in 
September. Dr. Guy A. West, 
college president, has announced 
that authorization has been grant- 
ed Sacramento State by the Cali- 
fornia State Department of Edu- 
cation to admit 300 freshmen at 
that time. A limited number of 
sophomores will also be admitted. 
Applications for admittance of 


freshmen are now being processed | 
by the college’s admissions office. | 


With extension of its program 
into the lower division, the col- 
lege is offering for the first time 
a complete five-year program in- | 
cluding four years of undergrad- | 
uate work and a fifth year of| 
graduate study. In preparation for 
the extension of its program into | 
lower division, the faculty of the | 
college has formulated a general | 
education curriculum. Most of the 
work taken by freshmen and soph- | 


omores is usually in the field of | 


general education, with special- 
ized work coming in the junior 
and senior year. 

The general education program | 
has been built on the belief that | 
college graduates should be broad- 


ly educated persons who under- | 


stand the cultural, social, and sci- 


entific problems which face our) 


society. Courses included in the 
program comply with the Califor- 
nia State Department of Educa- 
tion requirements for general edu- 
cation, knowledge of United States 
history and ideals, and California 
state and local government. 
Classes in the sciences, mathe- | 


matics, social sciences, humanities, | 
psychology, oral and written Eng- | 


lish, health education, and physi- 


cal education are included in the | 


general education curriculum. 


Emphasis .in the sclences will | 


be placed on the importance and 


use of the scientific method, with | 


both life and physical science areas 


included in the courses. An under- | 


standing of mathematical princi- 


ples as applicable to the under-| 
standing of materials printed in’ 


mathematical and chart form will 


be stressed in mathematics class- 
work. 

Preparation for future active 
participation in community life by 
the college’s graduates will under- 
| tie the social science offerings. 
Ideas expressed by economists, po- 
litical scientists, anthropologists, 
historians, sociologists, and psy- 
| chologists will be studied. 

Work in the humanities will 
center on the importance of the 
cultural aspects of life including 
|music, literature, art and philos- 
|}ophy. An understanding of one’s 
| self in relation to his environment 
| will be emphasized in general edu- 
ication psychology offerings. Stress 

on the individual will also be giv- 

en in health education, plus con- 
| sideration of community health 
| problems. 
| Broad experience in a variety of 
|sports which will prepare stu- 
dents both as participants and as 
| apoctasors will be carried on in 
ithe physical education activities.
